Purpose & Disclaimer

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Background Information
Survey planning began with the intention to gather information on the 
experiences of foster parents with the Nebraska Caregiver Responsibility  (NCR) 
Tool.

During survey planning, members identified a need to expand the scope of the 
survey to include more specific information regarding the NCR, and more 
general information about foster parent experiences.  

This survey does not capture information regarding Probation foster care 
placements.

Survey Information
The survey is 13 questions long, with sections including Foster Parent Information, Nebraska 
Caregiver Responsibility Tool, Transportation Experiences, and Foster Parent Experiences.

The survey was administered through HHS, FFTA, and NFAPA.  Responses were collected by NCC 
staff.  

No identifying information was required to participate in the survey. Participants were given 
the option to provide an email address for follow up contact. 

The survey opened on July 28th and closed on August 25, 2019.

211 foster parents responded to this survey.
